When wo have the same land, same 
.suusnilie and the same rain, why is 
it iliat one torner makes good, enjoys 
prosperity and is contented, while his 
neighbor across the roatl is disgrunt 
led, always broke and always kicking 
at conditions? 

We are unable to answer these 
questions in any detail, but generally 
it is the difference in the two men's 
ability to organize, adherence to sound 
methods and determination to stick 
to it. 

With regard to organizing ability 
this may be partly inherent, and on 
may have more of it naturally than 
another. But we can all learn and 
profit by the experiences of others 
and thus to a considerable degree wc 
can reach an equality in this respect 
if we so desire. It requires organiza¬ 
tion to make agriculture profitable 
and they who organize best profit 
most.

At this time of the year, many par 
onts are worried over the failure, or 
comparative failure of their child in 
his school examinations. It is quite 
natural for a parent to desire to see 
his child excel. The parent looks upon 
school work as the basis of success in 
life, and is, therefore, more than inter¬ 
ested in school success as seen in exam 
ination reports. 

It i3 quite evident that children dif 
fer in their physical powers; this is so 
apparent that no one questions that 
it is so. Parents understand that their 
child is physically weaker or stronger 
than his playmate, and that even 
among their several children, there i3 
considerable variation in this respect. 
Yet, these same parents, in many 
cases, refuse to consider that there is 
just as great variation in the mental 
capacity of children as there is in their 
physical capacity. 

The object of educatioh is to devel¬ 
op the inborn or natural ability of the 
child. If the natural ability is lacking 
it cannot be placed there by the school 

In considering the failure of a child 
we are not suggesting that it is, in all 
cases, due to lack of ability or intelllg 
ence. It may have been to irregular 
attendance, sickness, lack of applicat 
ion to his work on the part of the 
scholar, and, in a few cases, to poor 
leaching. We bring out these various 
points because the interested parent, 
instead of worrying, should search for 
the reason in his child’s cauc, in order 
that it may be properly dealt with. In
